lining prisoners In county jails under 
local authorities and to transfer them 
to the authority of th« state, to avoid 
the expense of keeping them in Idleness 
and among vicious associations. It Is 
provided that the trustees of the states 
prison select a tract of 500 acres which 
shall afford opportunity to develop all 
phases of agriculture and take four 
year options on 1,500 acres In addi- 
tion. 


No Gift for th« Institution. 


No gift, by the terms of the bill, can 


be accepted for the in»tltution. 


The men sent to the farm shall be 


employed to make road building ma- 
terial, raise provisions and supplies for 
the state institutions, raise stock and 
fruit, and manufacture brick and tile. 
The necessary 
buildings are to be 


erected by requisitions of men from the 
reformatory and the state* prison and 
when the buildings have been com- 
pleted a new board of control ahall be 
appointed. 


In addition to the 150,000, ten thou- 


sand dollars Is asked for stocking the 
farm, and for each prisoner the rate of 
?200 a year shall be paid for main- 
tenance, the payments to b« monthly. 
Tha plans of the institution shall be 
subject to the approval of the board of 
state charities,

He was arrested 
on the l"th day of September. 1909. and 
charged with selling without a license. 
Found guilty In mayor's court of a vio- 
lation of the village ordinance, he car- 
ried the case higher. Judge Mathers' 
decision will establish a precedent.

INDIANA ROAD LAWS. 
\ 


The best proof that Indiana road laws are not what 


they should be is that great a mileage of Indiana roads 
is not what it should be. As we have before stated, 
!AJlen county has had happy fortune in the matter of 
getting and maintaining good roads. 
Yet this has 


not.been altogether a matter of general progress, ^or 
the ;day is not far gone when toll-pike corporations 
controlled the roads, mulcted the people for the use 
of them and in turn kept them in good condition. 
Then a wise and beneficent dispensation .succeeded 
.when a board of commissioners began to buy in the 
.turn-pikes and make them free roads. Not a toll gate 
remains in Allen county, but the old toll roads, always 
food and now much improved, remain and give Allen 
county the credit, the benefit and the fame of the best 
roads in the state. But .not all of Allen county's 
roads have been toll roads, as can,be seen, though 
neither is it true that all the good roads have been toll 
roads. ,A trip no longer than,necessary to get across 
!f\llen county borders in some directions will show that 
'the road laws of the state either are not efficacious or 
that they are ignored. 
Experts declare that half the 


expense of the road work ordinarily done is .sheer 
waste. The roads prove it. 
It is not so much a 


question of road taxes as • intelligent road, work. 
Ejidugh is collected, enough is spent, and in most in- 


lices^ though not all, enough work is tdone. .The 


:iJlsarriage is in the manner of doing it Given a road 
law that will improve the intelligence, entering into 
public road work and assure that work ostensibly per- 
formed Has been done, and the question of good high- 
ways will largely be settled in this state.

The dicta- 
torship—for-the Diaz government is nothing else— 
ys had more the flavor of tyranny among 'the Mexi- 
can border states, where there is more or less .direct and 
constant touch with the conditions of real freedom 
across the line in this country. .That revolutionary 
sentiment should be rife in the north of Mexico is! 


•therefore not strange and decisive victories over the 
'federal troops and the investment and capture of two 
or three important places would have the effect of 
kindling against the Diaz government an uprising that 
could be neither temporized nor trifled with.

started in the north, there is no risk in the prediction 
that a revolution would spread rapidly snd far. Mex- 
ico is Latin-American, and tradition has not yet been 
lived down, though Ihc strong hand of Diaz for thirty 
years has kept it suppressed.

s printed these days o f t h e "bi-partisan com- 


bination'1 in the Indiana legislature. 
This combin- 


ation, it should be explained, is supposed to be a tight 
little agreement between a few republicans and a few 
democrats to stand together to control legislation—to 
get through bills which they want and to sandbag bills 
which they do not want. 


Such a combination means vicious law-making- 


vicious because it opens the door? to measures that 
range all the way from doubtful to positively bad. and 
in many ways make? coward? of legislators'who have 
legitimate, concerns to advocate in the legislature and 
fear they cannot "get by" save by Consent of (]10 com- 
bine. 


If there is such a combination in the legislature the 


democratic party can hardly escape- responsibility and 
censure for tolerating it. In the senate there is a ma- 
jority of ten and the house it i? above a score. A 
"bi-partisan combination'- that throttle? the .will of 
such majorities certainly is getting more than is com- 
ing to it—it is "getting the goat" of the democratic 
party in Indiana. 


If such a combination is doing business on botii 


sides cf both chambers, it is most probably doing busi- 
ness with the chambers in the rear of cadi—a business 


wonW M\y account for'the existence of such a 


piece of machinery as "bi-partisan combination" in the 
decisively democratic legislature of Indiana. 


The Chicago garment workers have gone back to 


their old tasks on terms dictated by starvation after a 
strike of three or four months—a strike marked by 
more violence and bloodshed than any similar strike 
that we know of in the country.

napping, highway robbery,, train rob- 
bery, burglary anrt saloons, and the 
saloon is the worst of these money- 
makiiig evils. 
The saloonkeepers'are 


organized to knock down their weak- 
er brothers, pauperize their wives ana 
children anfl compared with the train 
robber is seven times as bad. In the 
eight moneyimaking vices I have just 
told about people's' money is stolen 
from them, but compare the highway 
robber to the saloonkeeper. He take's 
your money and valuables, and gen- 
erally leaves you unharmed, as. .do the 
others who ply these vocations, but 
one and ali thieves. The robber plays 
upon your fears, the kidnapper upon 
your anxiety, the counterfeiter on .your 
ignorance, hut the saloonkeeper pro- 
ceeds upon the weakness that an un- 
natural taste can be cultivated. 
So, 


though the saloonkeeper steals your 
money and leaves something in place 
of it, his stealing is worse than the 
others, for they still leave the capac- 
ity for making more' money while th'ie 
capacity is destroyed by the saloon- 
keeper. Try to get the liquor drinker 
a job and he is turned down every- 
where, even by the saloonkeeper who 
replies that he must have a sober bar- 
tender.
